Sr close are the trenches of the 
alii'*'!? and the Germans at many points 
thai almost the only weapons used are 
hand grenades, since it is impossible 
for the men to expose themselves to 
so small a degree even as would be 
necesary for the use of their rifles. 
There have been informal truces be­ 
tween the British and,! the Germans 
for burial of the dead between the 
lines. 
According to a British eye wit­ 
ness for many weeks along lines of 
the battle front the dead have lain as 
they have fell. 
There are gruesome 
accounts of bodies held erect by the 
barbed wires and scouts craw ling over 
them at night.

Madison, Wis., Dec. 26.—A new bul­ 
letin on hog cholera issued by the 
college of agriculture says that for 
the year ending June 30, 17,563 hogs 
in the state had been treated for tho 
disease by various methods of vacci­ 
nation. 
There were 1,475 deaths and 16,088 
recoveries. 
The recoveries are equiv­ 
alent to 01.60 per cent of the number 
treated, showing the high degree of 
effectiveness of the hog cholera ser­ 
um.

Alaska’s Great River. 
The Yukon river iii Alaska is one of 
the great rivers of the North American 
continent. Probably few people have 
an adequate conception of the size of 
this river and characteristics of its 
flow. A. H. Brooks of the geological 
survey gives the Yukon fifth place 
among the large rivers in North Amer­ 
ica and estimates its drainage aret at 
about 330,000 square miles. Its length, 
including the Lewes aud Teslin rivers, 
is 3.200 miles. This may be compared 
with 6.000 miles for the Mississippi 
and Missouri, 2.868 for the Mackenzie. 
2,000 for the Colorado combined with 
the Green river and 1,300 for the Ohio 
combined with the Allegheny.

T he old P eter S tuyvesant 
farm in the vicinity of S t M ark’s 
church and Second avenue, which he 
owned, had increased enorm ously in 
value w ith the grow th of the city, and 
m any collateral m em bers of the fam ­ 
ily now trace their w ealth to the 
S tu yv esant acres.

Only N ineteen of Them In 1845, 
A stor Led the List. 
Had an income tax law been in ef­ 
fect in this country in the forties of 
the last century there would have been 
cnly one man in New York city who 
would have (laid on an income of SL ­ 
OCX),OOO. says the New York Times. 
That was John Jacob Astor, the found­ 
er of the present Astor fortune. 
In 
1845 he was credited with $25,000,000 
His Dame heads the list of wealthy 
citizens contained In a pamphlet pub­ 
lished in 1845. This was a slightly en­ 
larged edition of u list of rich Man­ 
hattan residents which had been is 
sued a few' years before. 
The entire list contains but nineteen 
millionaires. 
Next to Mr. Astor came 
Stephen Whitney, credited with $10,- 
000,000. 
He began life by retailing 
liquors, says the compiler of the 1845 
list, but the great Impetus to bis for­ 
tune came from fortunate speculation 
In cotton and then in real estate. 
Next to him came William B. Astor, 
son of John Jacob, with $5,000,000. 
Then comes Peter G. Stuyvesant with 
$4,000,000. 
The old Peter Stuyvesant 
farm in the vicinity of S t Mark’s 
church and Second avenue, which he 
owned, had increased enormously In 
value with tho growth of the city, and 
many collateral members of the fam­ 
ily now trace their wealth to the 
Stuyvesant acres.

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HISTORY OF INTEREST 


The Following Historical Note Will 
Refresh the Memory of Many 


Learned Same at School 


Miany of .he readers of the Dis­ 
patch who learned years 
ago 
the 
m eaning of the nam e 
‘.Minnesota 
and why the name wala appropriated 
and many other historic facts con 
cerning the state,, but which hay 
slipped' from their memory will be 
interested' in reading th '1 following 
article: 
Minnesota is named from the river 
which crosses the southern part of 
the state in an easterly direction 
The name is of Indian origin and 
signifies' “sk^--colored* (cloudy or hazy) 
w ater.” 
Explorations in. the region 
mow 
constituting Minnesota were made by 
the French as early as 1659-60, when 
Groseflliers and Radisson visited the 
Mille Lacs region. 
In 1686 Nicolas 
Perrot took formal possession of the 
country in the nam e of the king of 
France. 
Although fur traders had 
been in the Minnesota region 
for 
more thain a century, the first per­ 
m anent settlement appears to have 
been that madte near F ort Snelling 
in 1826 by Swiss refugees from Lord 
Selkirk’s colony at Pembina, now in 
North iDnkbta. 
The fort itself, at 
first called* F o rt St. Anthony, had 
been established in 1819. 


In 1762 the 
French 
possessions 
west of the Mississippi, then kaiown 
as LOU ilia nm, were ceded to Spain, in 
I Sot* lo u isia n a was 
retroceded 
to 
France, and in 1802 if was purchased 
by the United States. 
The French 
possessions east of the Mississippi 
were ceded 'to Hngland in 1763,. and 
at the close of the Revolution all of 
the present area of Minnesota lying 
northeast of the Mississippi became 
a part of the United States. 
The section of the Minnesota coun­ 
try included in the Louisiana p u r­ 
chase belonged successively to the dis­ 
trict of Louisiana, organized in 1804, 
to lo u isian a Territory, organized in 
18or, and to Missouri Territory, or­ 
ganized in 18.12. 
In 1-834 it was add­ 
ed to Michigani territory, in 1836 it 
was made a part of Wisconsin terri­ 
tory, and in 1838 it was included in 
the territory of iowa. 
T hat part of 
M innesota northeast of the Mississip­ 
pi was em braced w ithin the N o rth ­ 
west T erritory from the organization 
of that territory in 1787 until 1800, 
when it was made a i*art of the te rri­ 
tory of Indiana. 
In 1809 it was a t­ 
tached to Illinois territory; in 1819 
it was added to the territory of Mich­ 
igan; and in 1836 it was included in 
the territory of Wisconsin. 
Upon the 
admission of Iowa end Wisconsin as 
states of the Union, in 1846 and 1848, 
respectively, the Minnesota country 
was left without an organized gov­ 
ernm ent. 
In 
1849 the territory of 
Minnesota was formed, with northern 
eastern and southern lim its 
as 
at 
Prescott, hut bounded on the n orth­ 
west and uneten by the Missouri and 
White Earth rivers, thus including 
rn >re than half the area of the pres­ 
ent sta tic of North and South Da­ 
kota. 
In May, 1S58, 
Minnesota, 
with 
boundaries as at present 
betaine a 
state of the Union.

Oldest 
Member of the 1915 Boily— In­ 
formation From Manual 


Ju liu s A. Schiuahl, as secretary of 
state,, has made public facts and fig­ 
ures regarding the new' house and its 
membership in getting the data for 
Lls 1915 legislative manual. 
C harles A. Gilman, of St. Cloud, 
and who is iteovn to nearly every 
one in this section, is the oldest mem­ 
ber of the new' body and was a mem­ 
ber of the legislature years ago, in 
fact before 68 of his co-workers in 
the 1915 body we e born.

SUBMARINES. 


The Risks They Run and Some of the 
Things They Can Do. 
The modern type of submarine car­ 
ries fixe torpedoes, which it can dis­ 
charge one after the other by means of 
compressed air. So perfect is the firing 
arrangement that hardly any shock can 
be noticed either during or after the 
discharge, aud the equilibrium of the 
vessel is not upset in the least 
When it is realized that each of these 
torpedoes is quite capable of making a 
hole In a battleship as large as a hay­ 
stack, it will be seen that the sinking 
of a battleship that Is not armored be­ 
low water is practically an easy task 
for them. 
A submarine vessel, however, runs a 
considerable risk in even attempting to 
torpedo another vessel. Before it can 
fire a torpedo it must come to the sur­ 
face and show its periscope in order to 
aim the weapon correctly. If the bat­ 
tleship once sees the periscope the ob­ 
ject of the submarine is practically 
thwarted, for such a vessel can be 
sunk by a shell from a big gun when 
only its periscope is visible, because of 
the fact that the cushion of water 
above the vessel does not offer suffi­ 
cient resistance to prevent tho shell 
sinking and holing it 
While running on the surface of the 
sea gasoline engines are used to drive 
the submarines. 
These engines also 
generate electricity, in addition to pro­ 
pelling the vessel, and tilts is stored up. 
As soon as the submarine dives the 
gasoline engines stop and J£ is driven 
by an electric* motor, whieh gets its 
power from tho stored up electricity. 
The speed at which the average sub­ 
marine can travel is eleven knots on 
the surface and five below water. 
A submarine can go to the bottom of 
the sea near shore and, if it is neces­ 
sary, “sit” on the bottom for twenty- 
four hours at a stretch without coming 
up to the surface to “breathe." Tim 
ability to d< this comes In very handy 
when a storm is raging, for below the 
surface waves are not experienced. 
Some of the latest types of vessels can 
run for 4,500 miles without taking in a 
fresh supply of stores or fuel. 
In calm weather the submarine’s 
range of vision is somewhere about 
eight miles. That is to say. an oppos­ 
ing warship can be seen when it is 
eight miles away, and, as at that dis­ 
tance the periscope would be almost, 
if not quite, invisible, the man-of-war 
would be unaware of the submarine’s 
presence. Then, by means of the gyro­ 
scope compass, the submarine could 
fully submerge itself and without even 
the periscope showing run to within 
striking distance of the vessel it has 
designs upon. 
The mere fnct that before it can 
strike a submarine has to come to the 
surface and show its periscope renders 
it vulnerable, for if the periscopes are 
showing a large vessel knows exactly 
where the submarines are and can 
both fire at them aud also keep out of 
way of torpedoes from them.— 
Philadelphia Ledger. 


SOLDIERS IN THE MAKING. 


How Australian Boys Are Trained For 
Military Service. 
Australian lads of twelve years be­ 
gin a more or less voluntary form ut 
military training. 
It is an indulgent, 
happy-go-lucky sort of thing, designed 
primarily to be of physical advantage 
When the lads are fourteen years Ola 
a limited military service is severely 
compulsory, with penalties for evasion 
and lines laid upon employees and par 
ents w'ho interfere, and thus continues, 
with physical exercises, drill, parades 
and 
rifle 
practice, 
for 
four y ea rs 
whereupon these cadets are passed into 
the citizen forces. 
Four whole day drills are required 
each year and twelve half day drills 
and twenty-four night drills. 
A per 
functory attendance upon these grave 
obligations—inapt, sullen, frivolous be­ 
havior—counts for nothing at all. 
if 
the cadet fails to be marked efficient 
by his battalion officers he must per 
form his service all over again. 
In Kalgoorlie, in Western Australia— 
a great dust storm blowing that n ig h t- 
we watched a column of these “little 
conscripts” march past with rifles and 
bugles and drums, and they were sm art 
to see—brown uniforms, with tricks of 
green, and wide brimmed Australian 
hats caught up at the side in the Aus­ 
tralian way. It is no farcical affair. 
When 
we 
were 
in 
Brisbane, 
In 
Queensland, a score of truant young­ 
sters were packed off to the military 
barracks for ten days of close confine­ 
ment and drill, and aw ay they went in 
a big Cape wagon in charge of a ser 
geant major and under escort of some 
brilliant artillerymen, a 
melancholy 
little crew, these truants, then, facing 
ten days of absence from home and six 
hours of drill on the hot parade ground 
tinder a sergeant major who doubtless 
knew how to Improve the patriotism of 
small culprits and would do it with a 
switch.—Norman Duncan in H arper’s 
Magazine.

AN EARLYAIRSHIP 


It Wouldn’t Fly, Although It Got a 
Trial by Moonlight. 


BUT IT CAUSED A SURPRISE. 


Btory of a Comedy That Was Enacted 
In the Dead Watches of the Night on 
the Banks of the Potomac In the 
Troublous Wartime Days of 1863. 


In the Smithsonian institution at 
Washington there hangs an ancient 
model of an aeroplane. It looks to the 
casual observer like a smnfl facsimile 
of the Wright biplane. 
But it is many years older than the 
Wright 
flying machine. 
It is 
the 
Stringfellow airship, built in the early 
sixties of the last century, and it once 
caused the arrest as a spy and con 
spirator of Professor Joseph Henry, 
the eminent man of science who was 
the first secretary of the Smithsonian 
institution. 
In the sum m er of 1803 Washington 
was in a state of the utmost agitation 
and 
uneasiness. 
The 
Confederate 
armies moving northward were threat­ 
ening W ashington itself, and southern 
scouts had raided within sight of the 
dome of the capitol. 
A strtuig picket line was kept on 
duty night and day, especially along 
the banks of the Potomac. 
In that 
part of Washington there is a wide 
space of park known as the mall, 
There 
pickets 
constantly 
patrolled, 
keeping an eye upon the distant Vir­ 
ginia shore. 
One moonlit midnight a picket pac­ 
ing to and fro between the river and 
and the Smithsonian institution, which 
stood in a lonely part of the mall, saw 
a solitary man emerge from the shad­ 
ow of the elms that bordered the 
grounds. 
H e bore a strange, birdlike, 
nondescript 
thing that 
looked 
like 
nothing the sentinel had ever seen be­ 
fore. 
Standing out in the open spaces, the 
solitary man flung his strange appli­ 
ance into the air; it fluttered for a few 
feet and then sank to the ground. 
Again the man tossed it into the air 
and watched it flutter a short distance, 
while In the shadow of the elms the 
picket looked on in bewilderment 
It was no time to give any one the 
benefit of a doubt. The picket sum­ 
moned the captain of the guard, and a 
squad of soldiers suddenly descended 
on the mysterious man. 
“W hat is your name? W hat is this 
thing, and what are you doing with 
it?” queried the captain of his prisoner. 
“ I am Professor Henry, secretary of 
the Smithsonian institution yonder,” 
said the prisoner. Then he stopped. 
In that day for a man to admit that 
he was seriously experimenting with a 
flying machine was conclusive evidence 
of his insanity, Aud Professor Henry, 
who had chosen Hie dead watches of 
the night in which to experiment with 
Strlngfellow's flying machine, hesitat­ 
ed to tell his captors what he was 
really doing. 
* 
“ You’re a spy,” declared the cap­ 
tain, “aud this thing is some kind of 
machine with which you're signaling 
to the Confederates.” 
“I ani not a spy,” declared Professor 
Henry. 
"I am experimenting with a 
flying machine. T hat is the truth.” 
This explanation was greeted with a 
roar of derisive laughter. 
The idea 
that a man of Professor H enry’s repu­ 
tation would fool with a flying m a­ 
chine was ridiculous. Certain now* that 
they bad caught a spy, they hustled 
the professor off to the guardhouse. 
Unfortunately for him. his studious 
habits made him almost unknown in 
Washington; not a single man a t the 
guardhouse knew bim by sight. 
And 
so through the long night he was com­ 
pelled to remain in durance. 
At daybreak the captain reported his 
capture to the colonel in command. 
T hat officer, hurrying to the guard­ 
house. was astonished to find that the 
spy was his intimate friend. Professor 
Henry. 
But 
his 
astonishment 
was 
nothing compared to the chagrin of the 
captain and his aquad. 


Professor Henry, however, not only 
readily forgave them, but praised their 
diligence and zeal and admitted that he 
had given the picket very reasonable 
ground for suspicion.—Youth’s Com 
panion. 


Compulsory Military Service. 
Napoleon had “conscript” armies un­ 
der the famous conscription law of 
General Jourdan in 1798, but the first 
nation to put the universal military 
service and army reserve systematic­ 
ally in action was Prussia, at the time 
of the outbreak of the war of libera­ 
tion in 1813. The system has been de­ 
veloped since, and in the years since 
1870 every European nation except 
>eat Britain has adopted the compul­ 
se ry service system.—New York Times.

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HISTORY OF INTEREST 


The Following Historical Note Will 
Refresh the Memory of Many 
Learned Same at School 


Miany of .he readers of the Dis 
patch who learned years 
ago 
th 
m eaning of the nam e "M innesota 
and why the name was* appropriated 
and many other historic facts con 
cerning the state,, but which hav 
slipped; from their memory will be 
interested' in reading the following 
article: 
Minnesota is named from the river 
which crosses the southern part of 
the slate in an easterly direction 
The name is of Indian origin and 
dignifies ‘‘sk^-oolored*(cloudy or hazy) 
water/* 
Explorations in, the region 
mow 
constituting Minnesota were made by 
the French as early ag 1669-60, when 
Oroseillierg and Radisson visited the 
Mille Lacs region. 
In 1686 Nicolas 
Per rot took formal possession of the 
country in the name of the king of 
France. 
Although fur traders had 
been in 
the Minnesota region 
for 
more th ain a century, the first per­ 
m anent settlem ent appears to have 
been that madie n« ar Fort Snelling 
in 1826 by Swiss refugee# from Lord 
Selkirk’s colony at Pembina, now in 
North J>ai<.bta. 
The fort itself, at 
first called* F o rt St. Anthony, had 
been established In 1819. 


In 1762 the 
French 
possessions 
west of the Mississippi, then known 
as Louisiana, were ceded to Spain, in 
18OO lo u isian a was 
retroceded 
to 
France, and in 1802 it was purchased 
by the United States. 
The French 
possessions cast of the Mississippi 
were ceded to Hngland inl763„ aqd 
at the close of the Revolution all of 
the present area of Minnesota lying 
northeast of the Mississippi became 
a part of the United States. 
The se at ion of the Minnesota coun­ 
try included! in the Louisiana p u r­ 
chase belonged successively to the dis­ 
trict of Louisiana, organized in 180 1. 
to lo u isian a Territory, organized in 
180.7 and to Missouri Ten Story, or­ 
ganized in 1812. 
In 1*834 it was add­ 
ed to Michigan! territory, in 183*6 it 
was made a p an of Wisconsin terri­ 
tory, and in 1838 it was included in 
the territory of Iowa. 
T h at part of 
M innesota northeast of the Mississip­ 
pi was embraced1 within the N o rth ­ 
west Territory from the organization 
of that territory in 1787 until 1800, 
when it was made a port of the terri­ 
tory of Indiana. 
In 1809 it was at­ 
tached to Illinois .territory; in 1819 
it was add- d to th* territory of Mich­ 
igan; and in 1836 it was included in 
the territory of Wisconsin. 
Upon the 
admission of Iowa and Wisconsin as 
states of the Union, in 1846 and 1848, 
respectively, the Minnesota country 
was left w ithout an organized gov­ 
ernm ent.

present, but bounded on the n o rth ­ 
west and w-Cst by the Missouri and 
W hite E arth rivers, thus including 
more th in half the area of the pres­ 
ent states of N orth and South Da­ 
kota.

SUBMARINES. 


Th* Risk* They Run and Some of the 
Things They Can Do. 
Tim modern type of submarine car­ 
ries five torfiedoes. which it cun dis­ 
charge one after the other by means of 
compressed air. So perfect is the firing 
arrangement that hardly any shock can 
be noticed either during or after the 
discharge, and the equilibrium of tile 
vessel is not upset in the least 
When it is realized that each of these 
torpedoes Is quite capable of making a 
hole iii a battleship as large as a hay­ 
stack, it will be seen that the sinking 
of a battleship that is not armored be­ 
low’ w ater is practically nu easy task 
for them. 
A submarine vessel, however, runs n 
considerable risk in even attempting to 
torpedo another vessel. Before it can 
tire a torpedo it must come to the sur­ 
face and show its periscope in order to 
aim the weapon correctly. If the b at­ 
tleship once sees the periscope the ob­ 
ject of the submarine is practically 
thwarted, for such a vessel can be 
sunk by a shell from a big gun when 
only its periscope Is visible, because of 
the fact that the cushion of water 
above the vessel does not offer suffi­ 
cient resistance to prevent the shell 
sinking and holing i t 
While running on the surface of the 
sea gasoline engines are used to drive 
the submarines. 
These engines also 
generate electricity, in addition to pro­ 
pelling the vessel, and tills is stored up. 
As soon as tho submarine dives the 
gasoline engines stop and i£ is driven 
by an electric motor, which gets Its 
power from tho stored up electricity. 
The speed at which the average sub­ 
marine can travel is eleven knots on 
the surface and five below water. 
A submarine can go to the bottom of 
tho sea near shore and, if it is neces­ 
sary, “sit’’ on the bottom for twenty- 
four hours at a stretch without coming 
ui> to the surface to "breathe.” Tho 
ability to d< tills comes in very handy 
when a storm is raging, for below the 
surface waves are not experienced. 
Some of the latest types of vessels can 
run for 4,500 miles without taking in a 
fresh supply of stores or fuel. 
In culm weather the submarine’s 
range of vision is somewhere about 
eight miles. 
T hat is to say, an oppos­ 
ing warship can be seen when it is 
eight miles a w a ;, aud, as at that dis­ 
tance tho periscope would be almost. 
if not quite, invisible, the man-of-war 
would be unaware of the submarine’s 
presence. Then, by means of the gyro­ 
scope compass, the submarine could 
fully submerge itself and without oven 
tho periscope showing run to within 
striking distance of the vessel it has

SOLDIERS IN THE MAKING. 


How Australian Boys Are Trained For 
M ilitary Service. 
Australian lads of twelve years be­ 
gin a more or Jess voluntary form of 
military training. 
It is an indulgent, 
happy go lucky sort of thing, designed 
primarily to be of physical advantage 
When the lads are fourteen years old 
a limited military service is severely 
compulsory, with penalties for evasion 
and fines laid upon employees and par 
ents w’ho Interfere, and thus continues, 
with physical exercises, drill, parades 
and 
ride 
practice, 
for 
four years, 
whereupon these cadets are passed into 
the citizen forces. 
Four whole day drills are required 
each year and twelve half day dribs 
nnd twenty-four night drills. 
A per 
funetory attendance upon these grave 
obligations—inapt, sullen, frivolous be­ 
havior—counts for nothing at all. 
if 
the cadet fails to be marked efficient 
by his battalion officers he must per 
form his service all over again. 
In Kalgoorlic. in Western Austinlia— 
a great dust storm blowing that n ig h t- 
we watched a column of these “little 
conscripts” march past with rifles and 
bugles and drums, and they were sm art 
to see— brown uniforms, with tricks of 
green, and wide brimmed Australian 
hats caught up at the side in tile Aus­ 
tralian way.

ten days of absence from home nnd six 
hours of drill on the hot parade ground 
under a sergeant major w’bo doubtless 
knew how’ to improve the patriotism of 
small culprits and would do it with a 
switch.—Norman Duncan in H arper’s 
Magazine.

It Wouldn't Fly, Although It Got a 
Trial by Moonlight. 


BUT IT CAUSED A SURPRISE. 


Story of a Comedy That Was enacted 
In the Dead Watches of the Night on

In the Smithsonian institution at 
Washington there hangs an ancient 
model of an aeroplane. It looks to the 
casual observer like a small facsimile 
of the Wright biplane.
